Dead a Week. 

Medical Examiner Scarborough, who 
examined the body, said Miss Cook ap- 
parently had been dead a week. 

Twenty minutes after the bodv had 
been found Virginius J. Mavwo arrived 
upon the scene. Mayo is the man who 
brought Miss Cook here from Brook- 
Ivn to work in his office and who, ac- 
fording to the police, has admitted 
that while he was living with his 
wife in this city, he maintained a home 
in Brooklyn for a woman who former- 
lv occupied a position similar to that 
which Miss Cook held at the time of 
her disappearance, Mayo soon left 
the scene. Tonight, it was said at his 
home, that he was not in and that it 
was not known where he had gone. 

The police announced that thev had 
learned that Miss Cook was seen oan 
her way .to West Rock park and that 
an investigation of the ground dis- 
closed that she shot herself and fell 
with the revolver under her. In her 
pocketbook was found a poison tablet. 
Friends of the girl told detectives she 
had threatened to kill herself. She 
was in poor health, they said. 

Man Had Dual Personality. 

Miss (6ok disappeared last Thurs- 
day, leaving a note requesting that her 
jewelry be turned over to her mother. 
Mayo had offered a reward of $500 
for information concerning the girl's 
whereabouts. Mayo, while admitting,

The Tax Burdens, 

From parts of the country there 
begin heard complaints, some of which 
are portentious, of the magnitude of modern 
taxation in the United States. In the city 
of New York, the next tax levy will prob- 
ably amount to about 2 per cent. This is in 
addition to state taxes, which include 
on franchises, corporation taxes, stock- 
transfer taxes and inheritance taxes. Then 
there are theincome tax and the new taxation 
called the war measure. The other day a 
corporation was asked to renew a note of 
$100,000. The request was granted, but when 
th renewal was made it was found that in 
order be legal it was necessary to pav 
$20 its federal tax. There have 
many annual meetings since the first 
January of the stockholders of corporations. 
At almost all of them the stockholders were 
represented by proxies. In 
corporation was compelled to a neariy 
$300 worth of stamps to the proxies in ord 
to meet the requirements of the ‘ederal 
law tax.

the United States there come vigorous 
tests against the tendency. constantly 
increase taxes. Elsewhere, as in this state. 
it is found that taxation eats heavily into 
business, into income and into all resources. 
The experts say that this is in part 
extravagant appropriations, in part 
travagance in building public works.

court of New York there mav be 
heavy loss to the city of New York, part of 
which will necessarily be made good by ex- 
tra taxation of some Kind. The court held 
that the contractors who are expending 
nearly $100,000,000 in building new subways 
are forbidden by law to employ anv but 
American citizens upon this work. Unless 
the legislature comes to the relief .of th: 
contractors, this judgment of the court of 
appeals must stop construction work in 
measure, for much of the greater part of 
the labor which the building of the subways 
involves is performed aliens, mostly 
italians and Poles.

— Councilman. Lee’s ordinance draws the 
Issue as to whether or not **jitnev’’ buses 
shall be regulated—regulated fairly; not 
prohibited, not ‘‘killed.’’ 

That ordinance now is up to vou. You 
have aright to know what it requires. You 
don't want solely the general and sweeping 
conclusions of others. You want!to form 
Your own judgment. Therefore we purpose 
telling vou what’s in the ordinance. 

Atlanta has decided it’s S necessary to reg- 
ulate street cars—not because thev run on 
iron wheels and tracks but because their 
business is that of common carriers in the 
streets. Jitnev’’ buses seek to become 
common carriers, just as we awe. Atlanta 
must decide whether she will regulate them 
or turn them loose in her streets, to run as 
they please. And she must decide how she 
will regulate them. 

Is the Lee ordinance a reasonable regula- 
tion? That’s the whole question just now. 

We believe it is, and that vou'll agree 
with us 

It provides first that ‘‘jitnev’’ buses 
ean't be run without the consent of the 
mayor and council as to eachCorganization 
and route. 

Is that reasonable or unreasonable? We 
ean't run a_ line without that consent, 
called a franchise. And ‘‘jitney’’ buses 
would become common carriers, just like 
us, | 
That requirement doesn’t mean **jitnev”? 
buses shall not be run. It mearis merely 
that the city shall have a sav-so as to 
where and on what schedules they are-rul, 
and a chance to judge the resppnsibilitv 
of the persons seeking to operate them. 
And it vests in the city the right to inquire 
as to the manner of their operation. 

The Lee ordinance provides that the ap- 
plication for this franchise and the manner 
of granting it shall be the same as with 
our. franchises. We must make written 
application, stating the desired route. hat 
must be advertised five times; cannot be 
acted on bv council at the first reading 
must be referred to a committee: mav be 
acted on at anv meeting other than the 
frst; must be acted on by city council and 
the aldermanie board separately. That’s 
all. 

Is that unreasonable or drastic? 

[ts purpose, as In our ease, is to prevent 
the application being acted on bv council 
without sufficient notice to vou, with op- 
portunity to consider i 

The ordinance provides what the appli- 
cation shall set forth. It shall show the 
name and residence of the applicant. I? 
the applicant’s a corporation, a certified 
zopy of its charter must be attached, and 
it must state the names and residences of 
ts officers and directors and the amount 
of capital paid in. The application must 
<tate the number, horsepower, tvpe, state 
license number and seating eapacity of 
‘ach automobile to be operated, and the 
routes and sehedules of operation. 

Is that unreasonable? 

The purpose is to inform council as to 
who seeks its franchise and what vehicles 
he’s going to run; to identify those vehicles 
for tax purposes and with the partieular 
franchise granted. Does anybody object 
to giving that information? 

The ordinance requires the **jitney’’ bus 
operator to give bond to the city in the 
sim of $10,000 for two cars or less, or 
$20,000 for more than two ears, with any 
security either corporate or individual. 

[Is that unreasonable? 

It’s to protect whoever may be injured 
by the buses, with some assurance that he 
can recover damages if his injurv is due 
to negligence in their operation. 

The necessitv for this arises from two 
facts. Jitnev’’ buses will not represent 
large investment, and they'll present at 
least the usual automobile accident risk. 
The streets have much traffic in them 
now. Add more and vou increase the risks. 
Without the assurance, someone not finan- 
cially responsible might operate ‘‘jitneyv’’ 
buses. He might own the bus, be it new 
or old; or might own a mere equity in it, 
or might even just be renting it. He might 
have nothing to be sued for. Assurance 
to the contrary is a wise requirement, isn’t 
it? . : 

Not: exacted of us? ‘True. But why? 
The large fixed investment we must make 
in property to do business with, substitutes 
for anv number of such surety bonds. 

There’s more in the ordinance. You'll 
hear it all. You're the one to decide. 

It’s up to vou!
